os. 2E and: 25 and No, 19 is nezt door to 
No. 21. The Plsintiff, Mak Kwok, resides 
and carries on basiness on the ground floor 
of No. 21 Wont Strect, and is « tenant of 
Li Ohing, The Plsintiff, Ma Chi Pong, 
resided and carried on Lusiuess on the 
ground fluor of No. 19 and was also a te- 
nant, but has left the promines sines this 
action wan brought ond before tho hearing. 
The material question is whether the an- 
nogance produced by the latring was and 
is auch as matorially to interfere with the 
ordinary comfort of the Plaintiffs, occupiers 
of Nos. 2l.and19 The Jatrine in question 
contains 32 seats, is frequented by pro- 
bably ot least 3000 persons every day, and 
is one of row of houses. A small charge 
ig mado, for the accommodation, and the 
D.fendanta derive euch profits as accrue 
from tho use of the place as ao Istrine. 
Jn considering whether this lalrine 
constituies a noisauco with regard to 
which an injunction ought to be 
granted, so doubt all the circumstances 
should ba considered. Ono must besr 
in mind the lovality, the  neighbour- 
hood, the habils of the Ohineso people of 
the clasa that waually reside in tho district 
and the fact that Chinese peoplo. of  cer- 
tain class aré by no moans fastidions with 
regard.to smells which might be extremely 
offensive to soma Europeans. J am cer- 
tainly not of opinion that, if due care is 
taken in the choice of site and with rogard 
to ventilation and surroundings, a latrine 
must of néeéssity, be a nuisance. I quite 
agreo that, aa Vice Chancellor Knight Bruce 
said, in Walter v. Solfo, 4 Do Ger and 
Smale’s Reporis, p. $32, ‘Tho inconve- 
nience,’ juatifying an ‘injunction, *ought 
to be more’ than one of mere dalicacy or 
fastidiousness, it ought to bo one mate- 
tially interfering with the ordinary com. 
fort, physically of human exiatence.” 
Now, what aro the fee's in this caso? As 
naval the evideuce is.conflicting, This, 
however, is clear that the latrine in quos- 
tion is one of a row of staall houses'in & 
donsely orowded and somewhat narrow 
street, It eas stated by one of the oxpert 
witnesses that a latrine ought to have 25 
feet cleat all round it, and that, then, if 
properly managed, it would not cause & 
nuisance, unless in oxceptional states of 
wind and weather. I do not propose to 
attempt to lay down apy hard and fast rulo 
in auch esses. Each application must be 
judged on ita own merite, but I may, at 
lesat, point out that very litle caro soems 
to have been taken in the: selection of the 
sito for thie particular latriae.

They have thus overcome the ‘catoulated and 
protracted resistance with which fur so long 
a time China has been deludiog Franos, 
postponing or obotivately refusing to make 
any conclusivearrangement, fn consequenoo 
of thia common pressure {t is annouuced 
to-day that M. Gérard, the French repro- 
sentative in Pokin, has sigaed a convention 
completing the uorthera boundary ef the 
Frenoh possessions in Indo-Chjua, aud 
definitely settling all the economic and. 
commercial questions that have arisen be- 
tween France and China, . Tho delimitation 
of the northern and western boundaries of 
Tonquin was begun in 1887, but only the 
portion between Mong-kai and Laokai had 
dean defiuitely fixed. ‘The new treaty relates 
to tho boundary line between -Laokai and the 
river Mé-kong.- The importsnt poiot ia that 
French and Chinese territory sill be contiga- 
ous from the Mé-kong to Leokei.” There
